EGGS TO BE BALLAST 


Balloonist Plans to Land and 
Buy Vegetables From Neigh- 
boring Farmers. 


Morris Heimann, balloon manufactur- 
er, and John Berry, aeronaut and win- 
ner of the Indianapolis cup, came near 
meeting with a serious accident at the 
start of their ascension Tuesday in Hei- 
mann’s balloon, ‘‘Melba.” 

Quick work on the part of Berry, a 
veteran pilot, prevented them from 
being dashed against a huge pile of 
cinders in the yards of the Laclede Gas- 
light Co. at Second and Rutger streets. 

They were moving so rapidly under 
the impetus of a brisk east wind that 
had they encountered the obstruction 
the basket almost certainly would have 
been torn.from the upper rigging and 
they ‘would have been hurled headlong 
to the ground 30 feet below. 

Heimann was too excited to aid Berry 
in avoiding the danger. 

“The balloon was at the eastern end 
of the inclosure when Berry gave the 
word to cut loose. Just as the balloo. 
leaped into the air, a river breeze 
swept over the yard and carried the big 


gas bag toward the great heap of cin-’ 


ders. The counter-effect of the wind 
from the east kept the balloon from 
rising as it would in calm weather and 


4t ecudded along close to the ground. 


Heimann Dazed. . 

-ignaled. to Heimann to .throw 

out ballast, but Heilmann seemed dazed 

for a moment as the balloon bore down 

on the cinder pile. When he got his 

breath he swung his arms:and excited- 

ly called on Berry to “do something.’ 

Berry already had thrown out one: bag 
of sand from his side ofthe basket. 

Seeing that excitement had made Hei- 
mann helpless, he climbed over the lug- 
gage to the other side, and reaching 
around his panic-stricken companion, he 
cut loose another bag of sand. 

He acted just in time. Relieved of, the 
weight of 70 pounds, the balloon rose a 
few feet, just enough, perhaps, to save 
two lives. The bottom of the basket 
scraped the cinders with a crunching 
sound which was plainly heard by the 
watchers below. 

Heimann had a second scare when the

missed one of the big smokestacks of 
the gas plant. ° 
Carried Southwest. 

After traveling westward five minutes 
the Melba struck an air current which 
carried her southwest. 
going in that direction at an apparent 
height of 2000 feet when she disappeared 
from view. The ascent was made at 
12:11 p. m..

Punish Parents 


Father of Tortured Boys Declares Race-Preju- 
dice Exists Among Neighbors and Would 


of Guilty Lads. 





Abe Slupsky, after making a fiery 
speech in open court in defense of his 
children and his home, left the court- 
room trembling with anger at what he 
said was insufficiént punishment. Judge 
Grimm had handed down a decision or- 
dering that Adrian O. Rule Jr. of 3832 
Lindell boulevard be taken to a wood- 
shed and whipped by his father; A. O. 


Rule, real estate dealer. 

Young Rule, who is 18 years old, ad- 
mitted he had tortured Morris Slupsky, 
12 years old, and Sol Slupsky, 10, ‘by 
burning them with a piece of punk. 

Francis Niedringhaus, 16 years. old, 
was a co-defendant with Rule, but was 
discharged when it was shown that he 
took no part in torturing the Slupsky 
children. 

No formal charge was preferred 
against Charles McLure, 17 years old, 
though the Slupsky boys told the police 
that he held them while Adrian Rule 
applied the burning punk to their arms. 

Judge Grimm did not call any of the 
boys to the witness stand. He told them 
to gather abeut his desk and he ques- 
tioned them. 

“Did you burn these boys with punk?’ 
he asked Adrian Rule. 

“Yes, sir,’ said the boy. 

Burned Boy “For Fun.” 
“Why did you do that?” 

“Just for fun. I didn’ t think i would 
hurt them." 

“That warn’t funny. It was a very 
serious matter,” said the Judge. 

After questioning the boys five min- 
utes, Judge Grimm said that the guilt 
of Adrian Rule had been established. 

“But I do not know what to do,” he 
said. “It would be foolish to fine this 
boy. I do not think it would be right 
to send him to the Industrial School. I 
don’t think there was any race prejudice 
in this. If?!'— 

Col. Abe Slupsky jumped to his feet. 


“Yes, there is race prejudice in it,” he 
thundered. | "Rect nyc! a eet garg 











but in the wrong neighborhood. I am 
raised in what some people called the 
slums, but I’ll téll you if one of my chil- 
dren did anything like that he wouldn't 
be able to appear in court.

“Calm yourself, Mr. Slupsky, and® per-

“I repeat that I don’t believe there is 
any race prejudice in this. It was only 
a boyish prank. There is no meanness 
like that in the Rule family. Now, I 
think this boy should be punished by 
his father. Step forward, please, Mr. 
Rule.” 

Advancing to the desk Rule said: 

“I am willing to abide by Your Hon- 
or’s decision.”’ 

“Well, then,” said the Jidge, “I will 
release your son on condition that you 
take him right home and take him out 
to the woodshed and give him a good 
whipping.”’ 

“TI really think he has been punished 
enough,” gaid Rule. “Three burly po- 
licemén came to our house at night. He 
nearly fainted when they arrested him. 
He was held for a time in the House of 
Detention and he has been to court 
twice. Though this seems to me to be 
punishment enough I will obey the 
Court’s order.”

Judge Grimm called Slupsky to him 
and again told him he didn’t believe 
that race-prejudice wag responsible for 
the treatment of his boys. ~ 

Slupsky turned from the bench and 
walked out. 

“They can tell me that all my life and 
I won’t believe it,” he said. 

Slupsky hurried from the Juvenile 
Court to the Clark Avenue Police Court, 
where his son, Morris, was prosecuting 
Witness against Ben Prince, 17 years 
old, of 3846 Lindell boulevard, charged 
with disturbing *the peace. It was al- 
leged that Prince was with Adrian Rule 
when the Slupsky boys were tortured.

LEASES DUCKS Td 
FAT UP BUGS AT 
SA DAY A DUCK 


Alton Farmer Trains Fowls 
to Rid Potato Patches 
of Pests. 





Joseph Junette, who farms one of the 
Job‘ranches on the Alton Bluffs, thinks 
he will “duck” farming and educate 


ducks to eat'potato bugs at a dollar a 
day a duck. Just now Mr. Junette is 
enjoying an income of $15 a day from 
15 ducks which he has trained to clear 
potato patches of the little spotted 
pests. 

Several weeks ago Farmer Junette, 
who is original if anything, conceived 
the idea of making his ducks work for 
their “‘board and keep,” and at the 
same time earn a surplus. 

He shut up the ducks in a pen and 
fed them on potato bugs exclusively 
after starving them until they were 
glad to get the bug diet, Junette labor- 
lously gethering large herds of potato 
bugs for the fowls, which quacked joy- 
fully when.they saw him coming with 
their rations. 

At last the ducks were ready to be 
graduated, each with the honorary de- 
gree of P. B. E.—potato bug extermina- 
tor. They held a June commencement 
and were turned out into the warm 
world to begin their careers as bug 
winners for themselves. 

Junette tried them first on his own 
potato patch, which comprised several 
acres. The ducks went through the 
patch like a neighborhood scandal. In 
an hour there wasn’t a bug on @ potato 
plant in the entire four-acre field. 

After the performance Junette shut 
up his P. B. E. brigade in the bug pen, 
so they would not acquire a taste for 
other diet. He kept them bugless until 
they were hungry again and then let 
them to his neighbors on a per diem 
basis. 


. The ducks are in great demand on the 
farms in Junette’s neighborhood. Farm- 
ers are glad to pay $1.60 an hour for 
tHe services of the brigade. 

Junette has in sight an income ef $9 
a week from the 15 ducks already ¢m- 
ployed. 

“What's the use to work?” says Ju- 
nette. “If I can get this idea of mine 
patented I'm going into the duck-

ALDRICH COMMITS SELF 


Will Work to Defeat Income 
Tax—Bailey Calls It 
Subterfuge. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
WASHINGTON, June 29.—Many peo- 


ple defied the torrid weather and went 


to the Capitol today to see started the 
first Senatorial battle for an income 
tax. 

The heat, if possible, was even more 
intolerable than it was yesterday, yet 
a number of Senators entered the cham- 
ber. All were clad in the coolest gar- 


|ments obtainable. Buckets of lemonade 


in cloak rooms received frequent visits 
For the first time the pages were attired 
in childish shirtwaists, and they pre- 
sented a palm-leaf fan to each Senator 
as he entered. 

The day’s session began with a de- 
mand by Senator Beveridge for a roll- 
call in response to which 55 senators an- 
swered to their names. 

Messrs. Aldrich, Bailey, Borah, 
Brown, Beveridge and Owen were on 
their feet at the first opportunity. Be- 
ing the first to get recognition from the 
chair, Senator Brown endeavored to 
obtain unanimous consent to take up 
the resolution reported by the Finance 
Committee for the submission of an in- 
come tax amendment to the Constitution 
to the several states.

Demurring to thig suggestion, Senater 
Bailey pointed out that such a course 
would be in contravention of a unan- 
imous consent previously recorded for 
the consideration of his income tax 
amendment. 

Remarking that he thought it would 
be well to at once get out of the way 
the question of the constitutionality of 
the income tax, Senator PRrown did not 
press his request and no action was 
taken to interfere with the course 
agreed upon for disposing of the Bailey 
amendment. 

To more clearly map out the qampaign 
entered upon, Senator Aldrich said the 
Finance Committee had determined that 
the offering of amendments to the 
schedule of the bill-while in the com- 
mittee of the-whole should not continue 
further at this time, as they could- be 
brought forth by senators after the bill 
reached the Senate in a parliamentary 
sense. To give force to that purpose, 
he said he would move to lay on the 


be offered at this time. 

All this had been mere preliminary 
detail, and when the tariff bill was 
taken up the income tax question was 
put aside to enable Senator Tillman to 
present his amendment for a duty on 
tea with the purpose of completing the 
schedules before taking up the tax 
question. 

Aldrich Would Defeat Income Tex. 


While the question of tea remained 
technically before. the Senate for a lonz 
time, it was\impossible to keep the in- 
come tax and the corporation tax ques- 
tion entirely in the background. There 
were referred to more than once, and 
at one time so pointedly by Senator 
Clay as to bring out a most interesting 
statement from Senator Aldrich, who, 
as chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, presented the corporation tax 
amendment. 

Senators aBiley and Clay were prod- 
ding the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and appeared especially anxious 
to know whether he would revise the 
tariff schedules downward if the in- 
come tax amendment should be adopt- 
ed, in order to lower the revenue from 
customs to an extent equal to that 
which would be raised By the income 
tax. It was in response to a direct 
question from Mr. Clay that Mr. Aldrich 
responded. Stating his position with 
reference to the corporation tax( he 
said bluntly: 

“I shall vote for the corporation tax 
as a means vf defeating the income 
tax.” He added: 

“I shall be perfectly frank in that re- 
spect. I shall vote it. for another rea- 
son. The income of the Governiijent 
this year will show a deficit of $60,000,000. 
Next year there will be a deficit of g45,. 
000,000. I am willing that the deficit shal 
be taken care of by & corporation tax,

The tem- 
perature was almost normal, and but 
for the humidity there weuld be little 
room for cemplaint. This 81 per cent 
of humidity is very high. It is an ex- 
cess of moisture in the air.” 

There was little reliefsfrom the hu- 
midity during the night, though the tem- 
perature dropped from 9% degrees at 3 
Pp. m. Monday to 7% at 4a. m. Tuesday. 
This temperature was maintained for 
three hours and then the mercury slew- 
ly rose,

advance from 78 degrees to & degrees. 


|At 9 a. m. the temperature was & de-

Glass Men Fight Heat. 


The ‘Alton glassblowers are having & 
desperate fight with the heat. The fac- 


tories, in accordance with union regula- 


tions, will close July 1 for the summer, 
and it is only by exercising the greatest 
precaution that the blowers are able to 
pull through the hot days of June. 

The men are now working 15-minute 
shifts. Then they lay off for 15 min- 
utes, take a plate of hot soup and go 
back for another shift. Several of the 
bldwers have been overcome with heat 
during the past few days. 

The blowers work in a room adjoining 
the furnaces. The heat in the furnaces 
is about 2000 degrees, and it sometimes 
goes to 1580 and above m the rooms 
where the blowers have to work. 

The blowers drink very little water, 
eat galt to prevent perspiration, and 
drink plenty of hot soup. They say the 
soup helps them to stand the heat. 

The glass plants will close for two 
months Wednesday night. About 500 
blowers and 3600 other workmen will 
have their ugual two months’ vacation.

WIFE-BEATERS PLEAD THE HEAT 


WHITING, Ind., June 29.—Seven men 
in jail for beating their wives will plead 
in court that the hot wave drove them 
to assault. The most serious of the at- 
tacks was made by James Brown, who 
threw a shoe at his wife and tore off 
one Of her ears. He was arrested and 
fined $25. Returning home last night, he 
beat his wife so fiercely she probably 
will die. He said his anger against 
her had been aroused to frenzy by the 
weather. 

Thomas Bosock knocked his wife down 
and kicked her In the face. John Brzina 
interfered. While the two men were 
fighting the woman hurried to the po- 
lice station and swore out a warrant 
for Brzina, charging him with assavlt- 
ing her husband. Bosock said he also 
was crazed by the heat. 

The other five men charged with beat- 
ing their wives also charge their rage 
to the weather.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 29.—There was an 
unexpected development in the Sigel 
case last night when an expressman 
called at the West Forty-seventh Street 
Police Station and exhibited to Lieut. 
Punnell a manifold receipt book, show- 
ing he had taken a trunk, June 9, the 


day of Elsie Sigel’s disappearance, from 
the top floor of 782 Bighth avenue, 








ered it to Wah Lee, who has a laun- 
dry somewhere uptown. 

This fits in with other facts known 
to the police, but it is believed the 
trunk, was shipped from Leong’s room 
not by Leong himself, but by a confed- 
erate, possibly Chung Sin, while Leong 
hurried to Washington send the mis- 
leading dispatch to Mrs. Sigel. 

The expressman was rushed to the 
Sixth avenue branch of the detective 
bureau by Detective John Foster, and 
was thence taken to Wah Lee’s laun- 
dry, in the hope that he could identify 
it as the place to which he delivered the 
trunk. The laundry was round deserted. 
It is established that the trunk was 
taken to Newark, and it is now believed 
it was from Wah Lee’s place, and not 
from the Eighth avenue chop suey res- 
taurant. 

‘An interesting sidelight on the murder 
mystery is the posting in all Chinese 
laundries in and near New York, which 
are controlled by three companies, of 


the Chinese to have nothing whatever 
to do with white women, under penalty 
of punishment at the hands of their 
own countrymen. They are ordered not 
even to talk with white women, except 
tor necessary business. 

The explanation given tn Chinatown 
is that the business of the laundries 
has been seriously hurt by the feeling 
aroused against the Chinese, as well as 
that of the restaurants, and that this 
step was taken as a means to allay 
apprehensions by Americans.

Several times recently Father\Metzler 
has seen women and girls enter the 
church without headcovering, and he 
announced Sunday that they would be 
denied admission thereafter. 

“They were not women of the Catholic 
faith,’’ the priest told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday. “If they were, they 
would be familiar with the Catholic 
custom in regard to the @earing of hats 
in church. 

“Ignorance of this custom cannot be 
excused, and hereafter I cannot have 
them in my church. The custom is cen- 
turies old and it cannot be too rever- 
ently observed. 

“The church is the place for religious 
thought, not for social frivolity oer the 
display of new coiffures.

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HOUSING WORKERS. 


Report of United States Consul to Rio de 

Janeiro, 

The efforts made by the Government 
of the Federal District of Rio de 
Janeiro to provide sufficient accept- 
able housing for its working classes, 
which led the municipality itself to 
construct a number of tenement 
houses a year ago, have led to the 
letting of a contract by the Ministry 
of Public Works, in behalf of the 
Federal District, to Senor Mario Roche 
for the construction of the necessary 
supply of houses, the number pro- 
vided for being a minimum. of 800 
houses and a maximum number of 
4000 houses, the exact number to. be 
determined as the enterprise proceeds. 

Four types of houses are to be con- 
structed. One is to accommodate 
three persons, and to be rented for $7.50 
gold per month; the second, to actom- 
modate five persons, at $13.50; the third, 
to accommodate seven persons, at $18, 
and the fourth, to accommodate 10 per- 
sons, at $24. 

The contractor will be allowed en- 
trance free of all duty for all material 
covering 15 years, exemption from local 
taxes for the same period, the power 
of condemnation of private property for 
the sites of such houses, and similar 
privileges. The full complement of 
houses of the two smaller classes must 
be completed within two years.

there were no servants,’’ 
marked the Philosopher, 
should all be servants.”’

“Tf there were no servants there would 
be more human creatures on earth. Ac- 
cording to our perverted ideals, the 
more perfect the servant the less hu- 
man. Though you upset a plate of hot 
seup onto the grand footman’s silk 
stockings, he shows no more concern 
than when you give him a sovereign. 
Though you venture on & pleasantry 
with the grand parlor maid, she remains 
a sphinx. It is this lack of humanity in 
the ideal servant that encourages inhu- 
man treatment. 

‘True, if there were no servants some 
pleasant occupations would be gone.

Te prepare and clear 
away a four-course meal involves a la- 
bor out of all proportion to the neces- 
sities. of the 
has that hungry man to be fed, but 30 
have the servants who feed him. In 4 
day to come this labor of meal time will 
be made unnecessary; yet the hungry 
man will feed better than at present. 

“I have the utmost respect for human 
ingenuity. In the past few years we 
have learned how to cure diseases by 
light, to telegraph without wires, to 
telephone our handwriting, to take col- 
ored photographs and to fly. Is it ask- 
ing too much of human ingenuity that it 
should solve the problem of feeding a 
household without domestic labor? 

“When that problem is solved there 
will be more money in our pockets—we 
shall be able to afford to marry. The 
footman of today will find a calling 
worthy of his noble mien; no longer 
will pretty parlor maids emphasize their 
mistress’ lack of charm, and mistresses 
no longer will find their lives ruined 
by so-called servant worries.

Trust lawyers virtually convinced Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise that the statute of 
limitations operated te prevent any pos- 
sibility of a successful prosecution. The 
intention had been to bring in the in- 
dictments yesterday. 

Mr. Wise sailed for Europe today on 


the Kaiser Wilhelm II. So slight is the 
Government’s chance of bringing in an 
indictment that would withstand attack 
that Mr. Wise would not postpone his 
departure. He will not return for five 
weeks. 

Three witnesses were examined by 
the grand jury in connection with the 
case in the morning, and the official 
announcement was made that the inves- 
tigation will continue and that Mr. 
Wise’s assistants will exhaust every ef- 
fort to find some loophole that will 
give a chance to indict. They have very 
little hope of success. 

The trust lawyers whe argued so ably 
with Mr. Wise were John G. Milburn, 
William D. Guthrie and John M. Bow- 
ers. They were with the District At- 
torney the greater part of the morning. 

Three-Year Limitation. 

The statutes provide that no prosecu- 
tion may be begun for an act committed 
more than three years ago, and 'prac- 
tically all the trust did to keep the 
new refinery in Philadelphia closed was 
done prior to the summer of 1906. ‘The 
more important acts were committed as 
far back as 1903. 

Mr. Wise contended that the act had 
been a continuous ene; that the “‘con- 
spiracy’’ on which it was intended to 
base the indictments continued in effect 
until the bringing of the $30,000,000 civil 
suit which the trust compromised. 

The outcome of the present investiga- 
tion prohibits any further attack - by 
the Government on the same grounds. 
At the doors of Attorneys-General 
Moody and Bonaparte of the Roosevelt 
administration, will be laid the failure 
of the Government to indict not only 
the trust itself but seme of the men 
connected with it. 

Earle Acted in Time. 

Receiver Geo. H. Earle, when he took 
hold of the Real Estate Trust Co., in 
Philadelphia, in™1906, called the atten- 
tion of Attorney-General Moody to the 
case, but nothing came of the corre- 
spondence. While a considerable num- 
ber of the trust acts later complained 
of to Mr. Bonaparte were still less than 
three years old, Mr. Bonapdrte failed to 
respond to a letter from Mr. Barle, and 
the matter was dropped until the bring- 
ing of the civil suit, which the trust 
thought it advisable to compromise. 

Entirely aside from the Pennsylvania 
Refinery case, the grand jury may, dur- 
ing the summer, take up the matter 
of the Sugar Trust being a monopoly 
in restraint of trade, with a view to 
establishing a basis for a civil suit to 
bring about a dissolution. .
